They attain 
in the Bahamas and around Cuba 
a length of four or five feet, and, be 

portionately stout, present a formi- 
Sable appearance. One day I was fish 
ing off the reef, in about five fathoms, 
and had been having fine luck with 
grunts and yellow-tails, when suddenty 
Ihad a bite that brought 
teet. I hauled the fish and the 


machine, and paired down until the 
damaged partis all cut away. Some- 
times it has to go through the machine 


, two or three times before it is perfect, 


but after that it is as good as any cork 
that was ever made. Corks cut that 
way are called ‘‘accommodation corks,” 
and are sold in great quantity to distil- 
leries where they want,corks to ram 
tightly into all sorts of bottles.” 

‘‘How many corks can man prepare 
daily?” 

‘It depends upon the corks; but an 
industrious man can sort, wash, steam, 
and trim about fifty gross of corks. 
they are sold by the gross again. Some- 
times the profit is only one dollar a bar- 
rel, sometimes more.—-New York Sun. 


How the Earth is Built Up Hourly 
by Meteors. 

Dr. Kleiber, of St. Petersburg, pub- 
lishes in the Astronomische Nachricten the 
results of investigations by himself and 
Dr. Keller on the amount by.which the 
earth’s mass is increased each hour by 
the meteors falling upon the globe from 
space. The original memoirs, which are 
printed in Russian, have not reached 
this country, but the summary referred 
to is extremely interesting. 

Observations by Professor Schm dt, of 
Athens, and others, have shown that on 
the average a single observer will see 
about ten meteors per hour. This is a 
number which depends upon experiment 
simply. A 7 observer does not 
command the whole sky above his hort. 
zon, but only some twenty-three per cent. 
of it. 

Professor Newton, of Yale college, bas 
shown that about 10,460 times as many 
meteors fall on the whole earth in an 
hour as fall so as to be visible above any 
one horizon. Combining these separate 
deductions, it follows that 10x100, 460x 
23 (or about 450,000) fall on the surface 
of the whole earth each hour. It is to 
be remembered, too, that only such me- 
teors as would be visible to the naked 
eye are included in this enumeration. 

very astronomer knows that there are 
vast quantities of extremely minute tele- 
scopic meteors in the heavens, One can 
hardly work for two or three hours 
without seeing at least one meteor in 
every small field of the telescope. The 
number given above, then, is clearly 4 
m pimum. 

Professor Alexander Herschel has 
shown that the average weight of s me- 
teor may be taken as five grams, whence 
it follows that the earth receives hourly 
not less than 2,250 kilograms, or 4,950 
pounds of foreign material deposited 
upon it from the celestial space.
